College, surrendered Thursday at _ police 
headquarters as a deserter from the United 
States battleship Alabama 

Moscrip has been employed for the past 
throes weeks in the editorial department of 
the St. Louls Republi Hie was formerly 
connected with the Alton Republican and 
Olney (11l.) Republican and he was 
for a time correspondent for Philadelphia 
daily papers. 

He sevys he enlisted in the United States 
Marine Corps July 19, 1900, at Chicago, un- 
Ger Col. Harrington, commandant of Mare 
Isiand navy yard. He proceeded to Wash- 
ington, D. C., was detailed to Annapolis, 
and subsequently transferred to Philadel- 
phia, where he was assigned for duty as a 
marine aboard the Alabama the day the 
ship went inte commission at Cramps’ 
yards. They proceeded to the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 

Mogscrip says he had trouble with a non- 
commissioned officer who discriminated 
against him and made it apparent to him 
that his dream of rapid rise in the marine 
corps Was not to be as easy as he had 
hoped. He secured leave of absence on 
shore the night of Dec. 16, 1900. 

That was the beginning of his desertion. 
He sold his private’s uniform and bought 
civilian clothing. He wandered about the 
Fast, working for various newspapers in 
New York, Philadelphia and Cincinnati as 
a reporter.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 28.—J..H. Millard 
and ©. H. Dietrich, 
'by the Republican caucus this. morning, 
were elected United States senators by the 
joint at noon. Each received 70 


votes, the entire strength of the. Republi- 
can nenbers of the Legislature. 

Millard and Dietrich are both bankers, 
and neither have béen prominent in poli- 
tics until within the last harf year. 
_Joseph H. Millard was born in Hamilton, 
Canada, in 1836, and came to Nebraska at 
the age of 20 years, since which time he 
has been a resident of Omaha. He was the 
founder of the Omaha National Bank, of 
which institution he is still the president. 
He was for many years a director of the 
Union Pacific Rallread, but has not been 
connected with the road under the new 
organization. He has never held an office 
of any kind before, and says he has not 
been inside the state capitol for 12 years. 
He will leave for Lincoln this afternoon. 

Charle¢ H. Dtetrich is governor of the 
state of* Nebraska and president of the 
zerman 4National Bank of Hastings. He 
was born at Aurora, Ill. im 1853 and came 
to this state in 1887.. Prior to his nomMma- 
tion for governor on the Republican ticket 
last year he had never been in politics. He 
has been a prominent and public spirited

bankers of the state. 
Gov. Dietrich's election to the United 


States Senate will raise Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Savage to the office of governor, which 
the former will vacte on Bis qualification 
as senator.

MANILA, March %.—Aguinaldo, chief 
soldier. leader and statesman of the Fili- 
pinos,. is a prisoner in the palace of Gen. 
McArthur, in this eity. With the famous 
prisoner are three of his staff officers. 

Aguinaldo was captured by an expedition 
led by Gen. Frederick Funston of Kansas. 

Aguinaldo'was captured near the town of 
Baler, in northeast Luzon, 200 miles from 
Manila. 

Gen. Funston’s expedition, consisting of 
83 men, most of them native scouts, arrived 
at Manila today on the gunboat Vicks- 
burg, with the prisoners on board. 


Aguinaldo and his staff officers were 
brought ashore at 3:10 p. m. today and 
taken before Gen. MacArthur at the Mala- 
canana Palace. 

Aguinaldo talked freely, but seemed ig- 
norant concerning recent events. He ap- 
peared to he in good health and was even 
cheerful. “He lunched with the officers 
Gens MacArthur's staff.

Into the wilds of the enemy's country 
Gen. Funston and his comrades marched. 
They took no chances. The native scouts 
were. watched and Aguinaldo’s emissary 
'was given no opportunity to repent of his

CRIMINAL HISTORY THAT HAS 
REPEATED ITSELF. 


KILLING OF JOE PODANY 


Same Artery in the Neck Was Severed 
as Was Found Cut in Leonard 
Day’s Neck. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Mareh =  .4.—In 
view of the expert testimony that was 
given in the trial of Frank H. Hamilton, 
it may be interesting to note that criminal 
history was only repeating itself, and that 
there was a case tried in Minneapolis only 
a few years ago, which was parailel with 
that of Hamilton's. 

It will be remembered that there were 
several wountis found upon the body of 
Leonard Day, the chief one being a knife 


wound in the side of the chest, one In the 
left arm, one in the neck and @ small one 
in the head. One of the medical experts 
testified that the fatal, or neck wound, 
was dealt from behind, and one of the 
main questions was as to how far a man 
could walk after having received such a 
wound, one of the contentions being that 
he would fall immediately. 

Nov. 9, 18%, Joe Podany, a young Pole 
living on the East Side, was found dead 
near his own doorstep. Coroner Spring 
viewed the body, and one of his deputies, 
Dr. Nippert, conducted the pt mortem 
examination. The coroner held no inquest, 
reporting that death came from knife 
wounds inflicted by unknown parties. 
However, the police ferreted out some 
facts, and Wasily Varian, a very youns 
fellow-countryman of Podany, was in- 
dicted for murder in the firs: degree. This

ITALIAN WHO ENLIVENED THE 
SIXTEENTH CENTURY. 


GREATNESS AS A GOLDSMITH 


Surpassed All Contemporaries as a De- 
signer and Also Outstripped All in 
Quarreling and Fighting. 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado called the 
attention of the Senate recently to a per- 
sonage of the sixteentr century, Benvenuto 
Cellini, celebrated as a goldsmith, a dare- 
devil, a murderer, and as the author of one 
of the most’ fascinating autobiographies 
ever written; a man who went through 
life wearing a suit of mail and balancing 
a chip on his shoulder. 


The Senate was debating the report of the 
hazing at West Point and Senator Mc- 
Cumber of North Dakota was giving his 
ideas as to what constitutes 
brave man. He was saying that, 
opinion, no person could be at once a bully 
and a brave man, when ‘Senator Wolcott 
interrupted with the remark that if he 
wanted an historical illustration of a bully 
who was brave he had better read the auto. 
blography of Benvenuto Cellini. ‘“‘He was 
the most distinguished bully of history and 
the bravest man that ever lived,’’ said Sen- 
ator Wolcot. 

The fact went on record that Senators 
McCumber and Tillman had never heard of 
Cellini. Probably most English speaking 
people of this generation have never heard 
of him, either, though his crimes, his ar- 
tistic genius and his writings made him 
famous and have kept him prominent in 
cyclopedias. Perhaps he could not be better 
characterized in a few words than in the 
sentence quoted above from Senator Wol- 
cott. There was never another like him. 
He was a curious compound of great talent, 
enormous self-conceit, unbridled license, de- 
voutness, impudence, perfect shameless- 
ness and reckless disregard of human life. 
He thought no more of killing a man than 
of taking a constitutional in the streets of 
Rome. Kings, popes and princes, for most 
of his life, were courting him for his art 
or hunting him for his murders, and though 
he lived at a time when poison and the 
poniard were every day conveniences, he 
died at an advanced age peaceably in bed, 
a devout son of the church and surrounded 

y all ecclesiastical comforts. 

Cellini was born in Florence in the last 
year of the fifteenth century. 
pages of his book he tells of a young blood

The King or 
the pope who patronized him was sure some 
dav to incur his ill will, Then his flus- 
trious patron was simply a beast or any- 
thing that was disreputable or base, and 
Cellmi took pains to impart the fact to 
those who would be sure to communicate 
it to the object of his abuse. Pope Clem- 
ent VII. was the blessed friend and patron 
of his humble servam as long as he kept 
in Cellini's good graces, but when the ar- 
tist quarreled wit his holiness 
was simply an old foo w nothing 
whatevys about art any 
he would not it.

Brotherhood are to organize persons for the co- 
operative prouvection of wea..h: ts «ecure the equi- 
table distribution thereof among those prudac- 
ing it, thereby dispensing with the wage uyatew 
within the orguntization: to provide for the collec- 
tive owversehip of tue meuds of production aud dis. 
tribution by persous so organized, and to make 
it poasilie for them to recoguize ip a practical way 
the brotherhood of humanity. 

“Ip order to secure the collective ownership of 
the land and means of production all the stock of 
the corporation, except one share for each di- 
rertor, hus been convey: . to a board of 12 trustees, 
Who are forbidden to w#e!', conveys or in any man 
ner encumber it, bur must heal it for the vevetdt 
ot all present and future wembers.’ 


Plans of 

the Colonists. 

The trustecs are elected by the entire 
membership. The clection is held annually 
and three of the 12 trustees are chosen 


at each clection. The membership is di- 
vided into two classes, resident and non- 
resident. The resident members, of course, 
are active. y engaged in the indugtries of 
the colony. Nonresident members expand 
the industries of the company for their own 
future benefit by the payment of monthly 
dues which go toward the working capital, 
such as the purchasing of necessary tools. 
No dividends are dec.ared or paid on any 
of the stock of the company. il the fixed 
capital, as rapiciy as it is created, is con- 
silered as a partial yeymees of the capital 
stock of the corporation. 
of the industries, other than the fixed capl- 
tal, are used to supp y the wants and fur- 
nish comforts and education to ‘the colo- 
nists. it also goes toward furnishing em- 
ployment and a home for all so entitled, 
under the by-'aws of the organiration.

He Made Vigorous Protests Strange Appearance of Dead 


| Girl’s Form. 


ITS COLORS WERE SOFT AND IN 
THE HANDS WAS A ROSARY. 


Nine Persons Who Watched Beside tie 
Bier Saw the Apparition Before 
Them-for Full Five 
Minutes. 


YONKERS, N. Y., March 28.—There are 
nine persons in this city of 50,000 who be- 
lieve that they saw the spirit of Julia B. 
|Murray, 18 years old, at 4 o'clock Monday 
|morning. Even the dead girl’s confessor 
is impressed, not because he was present, 
but because of what the nine persons have 
told him. He firmly believes in their good 
eyesight. The whole neighborhood is mys- 
tified and Yonkers is interested. The par- 
ish of St. Joseph's Church does not know 
whether to look upon it as a miracle or as 


some natural phenomena or hypnotic sug- 
gestion. 
Miss Murray 


was the daughter of Mrs. 


Catherine Murray, a devout Christian. A 
few weeks before her death she wet her 
thick hair, and svon after went out to 
walk. She had a headache when she re- 
turned, and died of spinal meningitis. 
On Sunday night friends gathered at 
the house to comfort the stricken famlly. 


Miss Kate Kane of Brooklyn, Misses Rose 
and Tessie McGowen, Rosie Kearins, Nora 
Smith, Alice Hayes, William Murray, her 
brother, John Sullivan and Fred Martin 
Monehan sat up all night with the body. 
The girl lay in her coffin in the front 
room, with candles burning at her head 
and feet. The double dvors leading into 
the next bedroom were open six inches. 
in this room were three girls. At 4 
o'clock on Monday morning the likeness 
of the dead girl appeared on the wall of 
this room, it is alleged, and remained there 


}for five minutes. All of the nine persons 
mentioned were witnesses. 

Mrs. Mary McCarthy-Corbalis, who is 
an educated and refined woman, tells the 


story with the greatest detail. She lives in 
the same house as the Murrays. 

‘The story is all true,’ said she. ‘‘It 
was no joke, mo trick. We saw her spirit 
as plainly as I see you. It was most beau- 
tiful, and did not inspire terror in any of 
us, though it startled Miss Nora Smith so 
that she fainted. The face of the spirit 
smiled, and the most beautiful tints and 
colors surrounded it. 

“At 4 o'clock the face of the dead girl 
appeared on the wall just behind a pic- 
ture of the Virgin ‘Mary. It gradually 
grew distinct, as though emerging from 
the wall.

Not only does Japan enjoy a superior- 
ity of tonnage to the extent of nearly 77,- 
900 tons. but she has some ships of very 
great power and the promise of great ef- 
ficiency and she 
with a prestige that would at least worry 
the people at St. Petersburg. 

Russia's fleet available at present for ser- 
vice against Japan inciudes some large 
ships, but her battleships are smaller and 
older than those of Japan. 

Japan's list includes about all her navy, 
the fleet being stationed at home for the 


most part, the cruisers of vessels bein 
chiefly for practice and in waters with 
which it is desired to acquire great fa- 
millarity. 

Besides -being much heavier than the 
Russian battleships, those of Japan are 


of later construction, and are much more 
heavily batteried. A comparison of the 
weight of projectiles to be thrown oy the 
respective fleets would, it Is said, show 
great superiority in the fleet of Japan. 

As to the outcome of a naval conflict 
between Russia and Japan naval officers 
hesitate to predict. Russia has had no 
recent naval experience worth mentioning. 
Japan's war with China proved her to be 
infinitely superior to China, but only a con- 
flict with Russia would prove anything ot 
the relative ability of the two nations. 
While Japan's prestige is great and would 
nerve the navy to desperate conflict with

WIFE CHAINED TO A POST 


THE GUILTY HUSBAND WAN- 
DERED THE WORLD OVER. 


Fifty Years Later He Came Back to 
, Poultney and Died, a Wreck, in the 
House Where He Had Killed 
His Wife.

POULTNEY, Vt., March 28.—Ghastly evi- 
Gence of a 70-year-old murder was brought 
to light today when a laborer fell into a pit 
under a dilapidated little house he was 
helping to tear down. From an iron post 
in the center of the pit dangled a heavy 
chain with a pair of handcuffs on the end. 
On'‘the floor beneath were human bones. 
The neighbors say they are the bones of 


Mrs. Perry Borden, who was chained there 
by her husband in a fit of jealouse rage and 
left to meet a horrible death in the cellar 
dungeon. 

In 1831 a Frenchman named Perry Bor- 
den brought his bride to Poultney and lived 
in the house with the pit. Mrs. Borden's 
beauty brought her many admirers, alto- 
gether too many to suit her fiery tem- 

wed husband. Near the house by the 

ridge was a tavern that had a great at- 
traction for Mrs. Borden. He forbade her 
going there, but the wife would not be dic- 
tated to and continued her visits. 

One night in November, 1831, she was at 
the tavern. when Borden came and led her 
away after a bitter scene. That was the 
last ever seen of the pretty girl. 

Borden explained that his wife had left 
him and gone to her home in Canada. He 
lived in the house for nearly a year with 
his dead wife chained to a post in the pit 
below him. 

Then Borden disappeared. Fifty years 
rolled by and a broken down, mentally 
shattered, decrepit old man came to Poult- 
ney. it was Borden. That was in 1882. He 
nad been a sailor and wandered around the 
globe for the preceding half century. 

In the little old house by the bridge, near- 
ly fallen in ruins, he went to live again 
with the skeleton of his wife chained in 
the pit below. He was absolutely destitute 
and became so ill they removed him to the 
poorhouse. There he died in 1887. 

Nobody lived in the house after Borden 
left it. it gradually tumbled down and bur- 
fed its secret until today.

MONARCH OF THE SULUS RE- 
CEIVED PHILIPPINE COM- 
MISSION. 


CLOTHED IN PURPLE AND GOLD 


He Spoke Proudly of Changes in His 
Domain and His Dear Friends 
in the Army. 


JOLO, Island of Sulu, March 27.—The 
commission was heartily received, the 
headquarters of the Sultan and the resi- 
dences of many of the people being deco- 
rated with the flags, the stars and stripes 
floating throughout the town, while thou- 
sands of firecrackers were exploded in all 
directions. It was a beautiful summer 
morning, and when the Sultan had not put 
in an appearance upon the arrival of the 
last launch, a cutter was sent with the sec- 
retary of the commission to invite the Sul- 
tan to visit the ship. 

They brought back his majesty, clothed tn 
gold and purple, and decorated with jew- 
els. He presented a comic Opera aspect as 
he came on board, followed by his minis- 
ters, and a score of relatives in motley 
court array. They were greeted with a sa- 
lute of 17 guns. 

Commissioner Taft explained to his maj- 
esty that there was no disposition on the 
mart of the members of the commission to 
nterfere with the administration of the 
Sultan's affairs, or the habits, customs and 
religion of the people. He said thatthe only 
motive povera’ng the commission was the 
pros tive prosmeety and happiness of the 
péopie of the Sulu Islands, and that the 
people of the United States expected the 
treaty to be strictly observed. 

The Sultan then thanked Commissioger 
Taft and spoke proudly of the cable 
other improvements § introduced by. the 
Americans, adding that his best friends 
were the military officers and that he ex- 
pected to abide by the decision of the coim- 
missioners and to follow their advice. 

His paapenty then inspected the ship and 
during the afternoon received the army of- 
ficials and commission at his headquarters. 
Native sports followed, which were wit- 
nessed by the commissioners and others.

NEW YORK, March 28.—There will be no 
strike in the anthracite coal mining dis- 
trict if J. Pierpont Morgan has the power 
to prevent one. The great coal king, money 
king and steel king has pledged himself to 
the coal miners’ priest, Father Edward 8. 
Phillips, to do everything in his power 
to preserve peace in the coal districts. 

What Morgan told the priest affected 145,- 
000 workers in the anthracite region, and 
the 600,00 women and children directly 
dependent upon them. Counting the busl- 
ness men and their employes supported by 
the earnings of the miners, the happiness 


of 1,000,000 persons depended upon the 
words of the financier to the priest. 
It was the first time since he became ab- 
solute ruler of the coal industry that Mor- 
1 has been appealed to to use his power 
SS ware off a threatened strike. His atti- 
tude when he met the priest was looked 
orward to with the keenest interest in 
all street. 


After the result of the conference be- 
tween priest and financier became known 
it was regarded as meaning that, while 
Morgan may refuse to deal directly with 
trades unions, he will always welcome the 
mediation of an unbiased arbitrator. 

While Morgan talked to the priest Sena- 
tor Mark Hanna sat a few feet distant.

Observing their discomfiture, Robert Ba- 
con, Morgan's partner, escorted them into 
one of the private rooms, where he e 
them in conversation while Morgan and the 
priest talked. 

What was said about the chief grievance 
of the miners, the refusal of Morgan and 
the operators to formally recognize the 
union; was kept secret by agreement _ be- 
tween Father Phillips and Morgan. That 
Morgan did not promise the asked-for rec- 
nition is rewarded as almost certain.

At the special session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1895, the election law 


passed for the benefit of cities of over 100,- 
000 population provided that: 
‘‘The days upon which the general, state, 


county or city elections shall hereafter be 
held i, such city shall be holidays and 
shall, ‘tor all purposes whatever, as re- 


gards the presenting for payment or ac- 
ceptance and the protesting and giving no- 
tice of the dishonor of a bill of exchange, 
bank checks and promissory notes, and, as 
regad days of grace upon commercial pa- 
per, be treated and considered as is the 
first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday.” 

There is nothing in the law of 1899 ap- 
plicable to St. Louls or cities of over 300,- 
00 inhabitants about the election day be- 
ing a holiday, but it contains a clause 
continuing in force all provistons of the 
1895 law not inconsistent with the new one 
The holiday clause is not inconsistent with 
any subsequent enactment and attorneys 
say it must be considered a part of the 
election law of the state.
